0 Cuba was officially notified us early 
as last Friday that it wag the pur­ 
pose of th" United States to concen­ 
trate a naval fo r c e in Cuban waters.

According to Senator Smith, whc 
made a comprehensive speech on tile 
report, blame tor the disaster is di­ 
rectly chargeable to the lailure of the 
dead Captain Smith to heed rei>eated 
warnings of icebergs ahead, but the 
responsibility for unnecessary loss ut 
life must be shared by Captain Lord, 
of the steamship Californian, throng.i 
his disregard of distress signals. 
Condemnation or the captain of the 
Californian Tor not going to the aid 
ot the sinking vessel was also a fca 
tare of the report. Mr. Smith In his 
speech personally took strong ground 
in reviewing the disaster and intro­ 
duced measures to safeguard life in 
otean traffic. 
Senator Smith proposed In two bills 
a thorough regulation of navigation by 
steam vessels along lines taught b„* 
the disaster, proposed enacting into 
law a variety of rules and regulations, 
ami embodied in the measures numer­ 
ous recommendations for safety u*a^£| 
in the official report of the commit 
tee. 
tine of the most important recom­ 
mendations was for stricter inspec­ 
tion of vessels by the federal steam­ 
iest inspection service and the meet­ 
ing of all requirements of American 
navigation laws by every vessel clear­ 
ing from an American port 
A com­ 
mission 
was proposed to deteimiue 
upon measures regarding lite saving 
equipment and for governing the fu­ 
ture construction of vessels. 
Senator Kayner, of Maryland, wa* 
ready to follow Senator Smith with a 
speech arraigning American naviga­ 
tion laws and drawing lessons from 
the accident 
Th© senate passed a Joint resolution 
extending the thanks of congress and 
appropriating 
lloob for a medal to 
Captain 
Arthur ii 
Rost rem. of the* 
steamer Carpathla, and also a vote of 
thanks to the Carpathian crew 
The 
resolution was introduced by Senator 
Smith at the close of bis speech 
It 
was adopted immediately without ref 
erence to a committee. 
Senator Smith declared that In ad 
dition to those already mentione I, re­ 
sponsibility also rests upon the Brit 
ish Board of Trade, “ to whose laxity 
of regulation, and hasty inspec tion, the 
world is largely Indebted for the aw 
ful fatality.”

Now Ltttl* M oro Than a Band, W ith 
ft Gringo or T w o to Soften 
Severity of Effect. 


Tho term “girdle” used to auggeat 
rather bulky aw akings of folaed silk I 
or satin, *ometimes brought to a point 
high up in the middle of the back.

Many of th# Inhabitants escaped from 
th# showers of aahs* and atones which 
.Vesuvius dropped 
upon 
the doomed 
■city, but they left behind them hun­ 
dreds of things which Illustrate th# 
familiar saying, “There la nothing new 
under th# sun.” 
Those old 
Pompeiians 
war# very 
modern. 
They had folding doors and 
hotwater urns; they put gratings to 
their windows and mad# rookeries In1 
their gardens. 
Tb«ir children had toys Ilk# ours— 
bears, lions, pigs, cats, dogs, mad# of 
clay, and sometimes serving as pitch­ 
ers, also. 
People wrote on walls and 
cut their names on ss&ti, just aa we 
do now. They kept birds In cagM. 
They gave tokens at the doors (rf 
their 
places 
of entertainment—^the 
people of the gallery had 
pigeons 
made of a tort of terra-cotta. 
They put lamps Inalde the hollow 
eyes of the masks that adorned their 
fountains. 
They even made grottoes 
of shells—vulgarity Itself Is ancient. 
They ate sausages and hung up 
strings of onions. 
They had stands 
for public vehicles, and 
the 
school­ 
master used a birch on the dunces. 
They put stepping stones across the 
roads, that the dainty young patrician 
gentleman and lh# pursy old senators 
might not soil their gilded sandal*. 
It was never cold enough for their 
pipes to burst, but they turned their 
water on and off with tape, and their 
cook shops had marble counters. 
They clapped their offenders Into 
the stocks; two gladiators were there 
for eighteen hundred yean. 
When their crockery 
broke they 
riveted It. 
At Herculaneum there is 
a huge wine Jar half burled In th# 
earth. It had been badly broken, but

mended,

many rivets, that
